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Property Owner's Nightmare 
a Case of Mistaken Identity

The Department of Public Works 
of the City and County of San Fran- 
cisco has embarked on the thankless 
taskofinspecting the sidewalks of the 
city for defects and reminds property 
owners that they are bound by law to 
maintain the sidewalk in from of their 
property including the driveway. 

Under the leadership of Richard 
J. Evans, Director, the department 
sends out field representatives to 


areas where a sidewalk or portions of 
the sidewalk is believed to be defec- 
tive or damaged to such an extent as 
to "cause personal injury or property 
damage". 

Should any personal injury or 
property damage occur, "the proper- 
ty owner is liable for any claim or 
claims arising therefrom. 

Director Evans and his field in- 
spectors are authorized to conduct 
sidewalk and driveway inspections on 
San Francisco residents’s properties

Form New Group 


More than 50 neighbors met 
togetherin the gym at Visitacion Val- 
leyCommunity Center on January 14, 
1991. Initially the group was brought 
together by the concern over mug- 
gings and other violent crimes that 
plague our Valley. Incidences of 
muggings and thefts were described 
by many of our newer Chinese neigh- 
bors at the October 14th Barbeque 
and at other recent neighborhood 
gatherings. Now the group, 
predominantly Chinese, is organizing 
with the assistance of San Francisco's 
ProjectS.A.F.E. to address the prob- 
lem of the victimization of their 
families, 


Representatives of S.A.F.E. and 
the Potrero Police District Station 
gave advice to the neighbors about 


how to avoid situations that make 
people vulnerable to attack. They 
also distributed a number of 
pamphlets in two languages on such 
topics as: Neighborhood Watch 
Groups, Personal Safety, "Classic 
Cons", Child Safety, Business 
Security and others. The Police rep- 
resentatives promised to help in solv- 
ing the residents’ problems in getting 
responses to their calls for help, and 
in checking out trouble areas of the 
neighborhood more regularly. 
S.A.F.E. will continue to meet with 
the new group on a monthly basis. 
This promises to be an active new 
neighborhood organization, with 
plans to expand to doing some social 
activities together as well in the fu- 
ture. Watch for more news of their 
activities in the Grapevine.

The department's apparent slop- 
py handling of its job surfaced the 
other day when an elderly San Fran- 
cisco property/home owner sought 
your reporter’s help in getting 
Messers Evans’ and Montenegro’s 
attention on their apparent mistake. 
Grapevine paid the complaining 
homeowner a visit at his/her home 
the other day ( for security reasons, 
Grapevine is withholding his/her 
identity; he/she fears that neighbor- 
hood thugs would take advantage of 
his/hersituation.

In 1983 I was teaching at 
Visitacion Valley Middle School and 
I've returned toserveas the Assistant 
Principal for the past year and a half. 
Just in this brief time I have begun to 
notice a change in our school. In the 
past, our school has been viewed in a 
negative manner. It is truly amazing 
how people make judgments about 
someone or a place on “hear say" 
alone. People that visit our school 
find it to be quite different from what 
they expected. Having been to a 
majority of middle schools in San 
Francisco, I feel that Visitacion Val- 
ley can hold its own against the best 
of them. We have a qualified teach- 
ing staff providing a quality educa- 
tion, including over 90 computers 
that are helping our kids prepare for 
the world tomorrow. In addition to 
academics Visitacion Valley 
provides a fine after school enrich- 
ment program that includes reading, 
calligraphy, chorus, ceramics, and 
eight varsity sports. Our counseling 
staff is very effective in dealing with 
our young people through coopera- 
tive discipline preventing fights 
before they happen and significantly 
reducing the dropout and suspension 
rates.

THE WRONG BIRTHDAY 
PRESENT 


On Monday, January 21, 1991, a 
gang of youths came up for the day 
from the South Bay to attend the 
Martin Luthur King Birthday 
celebration. Dr. King was and is one 
of Black America's greatest heroes 
and proponents of non-violence. 
These youth celebrated by shooting 
another youth to death right there 
during the celebration. They then 
were caught while attempting an 
armed robbery on the train back to 
the South Bay. Some present! 

The same day, they buried Bobby, 
ayoung Samoan bovwho used to play 
over at the Visitacion Valley 
Playground on Leland and Cora. He 
was killed last week over in Hunters 
Point. Some present! 


THE RIGHT BIRTHDAY 
PRESENT 


We need to rediscover the value 
and importance of play, and teach it 
toouryouth. How often haveyou said 
or heard someone say: "Don't play 
with me!", "Grow up, why don'tyou?”, 
"Quit playing games.", "Only babies 

lay." 


"Only babies play.”...That is not 


true! Everyone plays: it is the way we 
learn. Babies play to learn muscle 
control and coordination. Kids in 
grade school play house, play store, 
play Doctors & Nurses, etc. to learn 
how to grow up. Grownups often 
"role play" when they want to learn a 
new behavior. Many job training 
programs include role playing tech- 
niques. 

All learning is done like a game. 
As in any game, there are 


' leaders...someone has to play who 


knows how the gameis played, so s/he 
can teach it to the other players. 
Wanted: a few good leaders. What's 
happening, I think, is that we all have 
been expecting the kids to stop play- 
ing games (and be grown) at the age 
of five, when they leave kindergarten. 
Of course, since playing is how we 
learn, they still play; on!y they don't 
know the game and they don’t have 
anyone to lead them who knows how 
to play it So, they play at what they 
see: turf wars in Saudi Arabia. drug 
wars south of the border, gang wars 
on the news, soap opera romances, 
andso on... People (and youth, too) 
respond to whoever has the time to 
listen and the willingness to pay at- 
tention. Who pays attention to the 
youth these days? No life - low life - 
hangers on the corner drinking and 
smoking with nothing to do-life. No 
leaders there! 

There are adults (and kids, too) 
who know how to play. We need to 
encourage them to play with us and 
the youth, and teach us the way to 
play. We need to allow time and 
space for the games necessary. 
Violence destroyed many of the op- 
portunities for play that used to be 
plentiful for teenagers. Violence 
killed the old "Friday Night Dances" 
25 years ago. Violence took care of a 
lot of places and times. Most recent- 
ly, the Bowling Alley on Geneva was

Indeed inspector M. Montenegro 
was barking at the wrong tree when 
be sent the notices. Indeed, a series 
of notices to repair the damaged 
sidewalk were sent to the 
bomeowner. Indeed, a bureaucratic 
threat has been posed against a nerv- 
ous homeowner. 

As gleaned from the document 
provided the Grapevine by the 
harassed homeowner, Inspector 
Montenegro made an inspection of 
the sidewalk on October 30, 1990. On 
November 5, 1990, he sent the initial 
"Notice to repair Sidewalk Within 
Thirty (30) days". The second notice 
was dated January 8, 1991. 

The bureaucratic threat against 
the aggrieved homeowner in this par- 
ticular case is very real and scary. 
Here is it in part ".... and you are 
further notified that unless repair is 
started within thirty (30) days after 
service of this notice, and without in- 
terruption prosecuted to completion, 
the Director of Public Works, under 
the authority vested in him by Or- 
dinance No. 9046, will repair the 
sidewalk and you shall owe the City 
and County of San Francisco the cost 
of repair, and the City and County of 
San Francisco shall have a lien upon 
the lot until payment of the cost is 
made." 

The homeowner in this particular 
case does not argue with the city on 
that. Said homeowner has been dis- 
turbed by the fact that he/she has 
been the victim of an identity crisis.

THE HOLE IN

years later, my first jaunt into the 
past.

This Month in $.F. History 


Feb.2: In 1848, the Treaty of 
Guadalupe Hidalgo was signed, en- 
ding the Mexican War, and officially 
ceding California to the United 
States. 


Feb. 3: In 1918, street car service 
began operation through the Twin 
Peaks Tunnel, completed in 1917. 


Feb. 11: In 1854, select major 
streets were first illuminated with the 
useofcoal gas. In 1936, the construc- 
tion began on an 18,768,000 square 
foot fill adjacent to Yerba Buena Is- 
land. Named Treasure Island, it 
served as the location of the 1939-40 
Golden Gate International Exposi- 
tion. 


Feb. 12: In 1851, the Adelphi 
Theatre hosted Bellini's "La Son- 
nambula", the City's first grand 
opera. In 1945, the federal govern- 
ment informed San Francisco of its 
selection as site of the United Na- 
tions Conference. 


Feb. 15: In 1861, Fort Point, 
under construction at the northern 
tip of the Presidio-for several years, 
was finally completed, housing two 
companies of the 3rd artillery. In 
1880, the Geary Street Railroad 
opened, providing the first rail public 
transportation to the City’s west end. 
In 1917, the main branch of the San 
Francisco Public Library on Larkin 
Street in the Civic Center was offi- 
cially dedicated. 


Feb. 18: In 1859, boundaries were 
formally designated, creating San 
Francisco as a county. In 1939, the 
Golden Gate International Exposi- 
tion openedits firstyear on Treasure 
Island, charging 50 cents for adults, 
and a quarter for children under 12. 


Feb. 20: In 1915, the Panama 
Pacific Exposition, honoring the 
completion of the Panama Canal 
opened its gates. 


Feb. 26: In 1891, the first of 
many buffalo were purchased for 
Golden Gate Park. In 1933, Crissy 
Field in the Presidio hosted the 
ground-breaking ceremonies for 
construction of the Golden Gate 
Bridge. 


Feb. 27: In 1907, the Farrallone 
Islands, once infiltrated by profit- 
seeking egg poachers during gold 
rush days, is officially sanctioned a 
Federal Bird Reserve. 


Feb. 28: In 1849, the 1,050-ton 
steamer California arrived in San 
Francisco Bay. Although 1,500 
people sought continuing transport 
from Panama, and the 200 foot long 
ship was built to accomodate 200 pas- 
sengers, almost 400 optimists even- 
tually made it on board for the 42 day 
journeyto becomethevery first forty- 
niners. 


JOB INTERVIEW: WRONG PLACE 
TO BRING SNAKES,

The job interview is one of the 
most critical aspects of a career 
search. But based upon a nationwide 
survey ofexecutives, the interview be- 
haviors of some job seekers today can 
only be described as bizarre, uncon- 
ventional, humorous- and 
counterproductive. 


" The interview is the first major 
step toward securing a new job, but 
too many candidates act in a self- 
defeating manner," said Robert 
Half, founder of Accountemps, the 
world’s largest temporary personnel 
service for accounting, bookkeeping 
and information systems. 

Executives were asked: What is 
the most unusual thing you have ever 
witnessed or heard of happening 
during a job interview? Below are 
some of the more exceptional 
responses: 


"Said if he were hired, he would 
teach me ballroom dancing at no 
charge , and started demonstrating."

"Fortunately, these are the excep- 
tions to normal interview conducted. 
But far too many job seekers ignore 
the fundamental rules of interview 
behavior, “said Half. "Interviewers 
look for candidates who are en- 
thusiastic, business-like, well spoken 
andaskpertinent questions about the 
company,” he said.
